of Covenant and Treaties. As for that which concerns 
exemption from Church-cenſures, wee cannot medle 
therein without breach of Covenant, but muſt referre 
you to the Judicatories of the Kirk, ro whom you may 
make your own addrefle, and receive their an{er. 


Concerning the ſecond and third Articles, wee re- 
ferre youto the Anſwer given by our Commiſſoners 
rothe Commiſſioners on your ſide, which was,that wee 
held it unreaſonable that they ſhould deſire any thing 
from us, or any other who adhere to us, for ſatisfaction 
of their Officers and Souldiers, becauſe wee will nor 
Involve our Selves in any thing which may Import an 
acceſsion to the late engagement, or may be the ground 
of aquarrell to Englaud againſt this Kingdome ; But if 
they had reall Inclinations to Pexce, they and their ad- 
herents might without our acceſsion thereunto take 
courſe amongſt themſelves for giving ſarisfaiion to 
their Officers and Seuldiers, and therefore did defire 
(and do now again renew the ſame\that all their forces, 


| andthe forces of theſe who adhere unto them, may be 


disbanded betwixt and the rwenty fifth, or at furtheſt 
che twentie eight day of this moneth of September, and 
and that none of them be found together after that time, 
in Troupes, Companies, or Regiments ; and wee ſhall 
betwixc and the ſaid day, disband all our forces and 
none of them after that time ſhall ve found in Troops, 
Companyes, or Regiments ; for the punQuall perfor- 
mance whereof on both ſides, muruall pledges areto be 
piven. And further we cannot ſay in anſwer co theſe 
Articles. 
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It you ſhall not agree to he deſires made in'our laſt 
papers of the 16 of this Inſtant, and not reſt ſatisfied 
with theſe anſwers, bur ſhall continue in Armes to the 
diſturbance of the Peace of this Kingdome, and perliſt 
in the courſes in which youare now engaged, contrary 
ro the Declarations of the Generall Aſſembly and their 
Commiſsioners, Wee do hereby certifie unto you, that 
all who have been active inthe late engagement,as well 
thoſe in England, as thoſe in this Kingdom, and all 
ſuch as have, or ſhall hereafter joyn with you, are to be 
declared enemies to both Kingdoms , and that this 
Kingdome will be neceſsitated to concurre with the 
Kingdome of England for puniſhing them accordingly 
as breakers of the Covenant and Treaties, and wee 


 leaveittoyou ſeriouſly to confider whither the wayes 


and courſes you are upon, be reallie for the good of the 
King and this Kingdome, or a ſafe way forthe reliet of 
your friends that are priſoners in England. 

Wee do declare that unleſle the deſires contained in 
our papers of the 16, of this Inſtant, and in this paper 
beclearly and poſitively agreed unto, and wee adver- 
tiſed thereot before Fryday the 22. of this inſtant, at 
twelve of the Clock in the day, that then the Treaty 
ſhall end, and that the ceſſation from Acts of Hoſtility 
and marching of forces ſhall expire eight houres ithere-
